Sometimes a parson, in the prime of life, accepts a 
living situated in the midst of a thickly-populaied 
neighbourhood, where it is necessary to put in eight or 
ten hours’ work a day. As he gets on in years this is 
found to be too much for him; and he looks out 
for a quiet country parsonage, where the parishioners 
are fewer and the cal)s for special services and missions 
are not so urgent.

Similar instances might be multiplied almost inde- 
finitely, for the strain of facing an audience night after 
night, week in and week out, is greater than most 
peop’ ne. After this fashion died, only a few 
months at St. George’s Hall, Herr Worlitzsch, 
the famous German actor. @ play was Ihre 
Familie, the German version of Caste, and the unfor- 
tunate man was taking the part of Madicke—Sam 
Gerridge in the English version—when, just as the 
curtain was being lowered on the finale of the second 
act, he fell dead of an apoplectic seizure. 

This is the latest case in point. One of the earliest 
of which there is any record occurred on the stage of 
a Liverpool theatre so long ago as August 2nd, 1798. 
Mr. John Palmer, one of the best known and most 
popular actors of his day and generation, produced a 
oe The Strangers. 

opening night had previously been postponed, 
owing to the sudden death of a favourite son, and it 
was noticed that Palmer showed unmistakable traces, 
both in his face and manner, of how deeply the sad 
occurrence had affected him. All went well, however, 
until the end of the fourth act, in which the Stranger 
relates to Steinfont 


the cause of his domestic troubles. 


Palmer appeared terribly agitated during this, and 
no soot spoken the eS -4 “There is Sucthey and 
a better world,” than he fell to the stage—dead. The 
audience, believing that it was all part of the play, 
applauded the actor’s realism heartily, and their horror 
can be imagined when the curtain was lowered, 
they were informed that Palmer had, in reality, entered 
the other world. 

But all other stage tragedies sink into utter insigni- 
ficance when compared with that enacted, on the even- 
ing of April 14th, 1865, at Ford's Theatre, Washington, 
U.S.A. In case, both the circumstances surround- 
ing the crime and those leading up to it, were, like 
the crime itself, unique. 

Only six days previously, Grant had overtaken and 
surrounded the Confederate General Lee and his army, 
and by compelling their surrender had terminated 
fiercest and most protracted civil war of modern times. 
The occasion was felt by the country to be one for

“For many years I have been emplo 
out and reporting similar offenders,” romarked an 
officer of Inland enue, “but my work has dealt 
more particularly with West-end folk, who have failed 
to take out ‘ establishment licenses,’ the official desi 
tion of all licenses required by people who keep 
carriages, motor-cars, motor-bicycles, male servants, 
and who use armorial bearin 

“TI usually walk out in the afternoon,” continued 
the officer, “about the time of day that Society is 
accustomed to order its carriage round for a drive in 
the Park. Strolling through Berkeley Square, or down 
Park Lane, I notice a two-horse carriage bearing a coat 
of arms, standing outside a certain house. watch 
and wait. A coachman is on the box, and perhaps a 
footman also awaits his mistress. Mechanically I note 
down a few details, and assure myself that the car- 
riage is not that of a visitor to the house. I resume my 
professienal stroll. By the time I am ready to return 
to the office more probably than not I have noted down 
details concerning a dozen or more fashionable turn- 
outs. I then refer to my register. 

“The owners of the first two carriages on my list 
have, I find, paid all that is due from them. Lord X. 
(the owner of carriage No. 3), however, has forgotten to 
renew his carriage license. Colonel Z., I see, pays for 
only one manservant, whereas he certainly keeps two ;
